The "True Inspiration On.: 
lions," as they call ihenisolviB, form 
a communistic society near Haven- 
port, Iowa. They are all Germans, 
and the base of I heir organization is 
rtligion. They oame from Germany 
in 1842, and settled at first near 
Buffalo, N. Y., but fooling the need 
of more land, they moved in 1S.">5 to 
Ainaini, la. They say that their 
Society is very ancient, but died out. 
and was revived front time to time. 
They believe that they are inspired, 
and as their congregations were much 
scattered in Germany, one of their 
leaders, Christian Met*, said it was 
•• revealed " to htm that it. was God's 
will that they sboahl remove i-i 
America. Three Inindred and fifty 
persona wore brought over in the lirst 
year, two hundred and seventeen in 
1844, and their number is increasing 
rapidly. " We were commanded, by 
inspiration! to put all our means to- 
gether and live in community," they 
say, " and we soon saw that wo could 
not have got on. or kept together on 
any oilier plan." S oof ihe mem- 
bers were wealthy, and one person 
gave 150,000. and other* ovei 

Each family at Ainan.i has a house 
for itself, though young married peo- 
ple commonly live with their parens 
for some years. The people eat in 
common, oat for convenience's sake, 

they are divided into a kind of eating 
clttb, so that a certain number eat 
together. Food is distributed t> the 
house*, according to the number of 

persons. When I ho bell eoi>es ring- 
ing, and all are assembled, they stand

We need no lawyers 
or preachers ; we have already throe 
doctors. What thov need is to live- 
holy lives, to learn God'* command- 
ment* OUt o! the Bible, to learn sub- 
mission to his will, and lo love 
him." 

They dross very plainly, particular- 
the women, to whom all ornaments 
are forbidden. Croat care is taken 
to keep the sexes apart. The boys 
are allowed to play only with hoys, 
and girls with girls. Si ill the young 
manage to fall in love like the rest of 
the world, but a man is not. allowed 
to get married until he arrives at the 
age of twenty-four, even if his 
parents consent. The wedding day- 
is treated with a degree of solemnity, 
which is rather calculated to die- 
courage marriage. The young couple 
vtured pretty plainly on their 
duties as husband and wife, and be- 
sides lose rank or caste in t 
which is difficult to win hack. 

Tho money affairs of the society it 
managed by a board of thirteen 
trustees, chosen annually by the male 

member* of the society, women not 

being allowed to vote. Bach mail is

tion, which provides that. Oil leaving 
be shall have his contribution re-

Thov forbid all amusements, all 
games, and all musical instruments, 

"one may have a Bute, bill nothing 
else." They have no libraries, a few 
newspapers are taken, but ihey 
depend chicllv for their reading on 
the Bible, ami their own «• inspired" 
records. 

They lake very little interest, in affairs 

not connected with their community, 

and withdraw themselves as much us 

bio from the world— a very bad 

plan, as il lends lo make them narrow- 
minded. Of course, as they claim 
that I heir actions are generally 
•• inspired," it is extremely difficult 
to convince them that they are ever 
mistaken. 

The society oontists of throe orders 
— the highest, middle, and lower or 
children's order— the highest being 
more or less " inspired." At least 
once a year I hoy have a general 
Confession, at which each member is 
expected to make a " clean breast" 
of all bis sins, fatills, and short- 
coinings. If u 1 1 v I hiii- coaled, 
they believe their leaders, who, of 
course, are more inspired than tho 
common rank and file, will find it 
out. The celebration of the Lord's 
Supper is their greatest religious 
event, all hough I hey have few holi- 
days. It is only held when their 
leaders-, or, as they call them, 
" inspired inst I'liments." direct it, 
and the " instrument " reprove* the 
members of the society pretty plain- 
ly for their sins before allowing llielil 
me to the table. They have a 
I life, from which tho fol- 
lowing extract ten : 

" To obey, without reasoning, God, 
and Hit God, our superiors 

(inspired instruments) ; to abandon 
self, with all its desires, knowledge 
and power ; live in love and piiy 
toward your neighbor, and indulge 
neither anger nor impatience in vour 
spirit ; fly from the sooiotyof woman- 
kind as much as possible, as a very 
dangerous magnet and musical fire, 
etc. e'c." When any member offends 
against ihe rules, he is adomi-hed, 
and if he does not mend his way. ho 
is expelled.
